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4-Day School Week 
Put Off By Board

Investigation of a four-day school week for the 
Agawam system was put off indefinitely by School 
Committee members Tuesday night. 

The possibility of implementing a four-day program 
had been suggested by board member Walter Balboni 
as a means of saving money in areas of transportation, 
energy, and supplies as an alternative to dismissing 
professional staff. 

Balboni, who presented preliminary findings he had 
compiled as a committee-of-one at the board's last 
meeting, pushed his colleagues for a more formalized 
committee to investigate the concept more fully. 
However, no other board member agreed with the 
necessity for such a "drastic measure" at the present 
time. 

Balboni said, "I have no date for beginning such a 
schedule in mind; I merely think we should investigate 
it further to be prepared should such an alternative 
become feasible within the next few years due to a 
money crunch." 

Board Chairwoman Rosemary Sandlin indicated her 
concern with the lengthened school day on children's 
learning ability and voted against establishing a full 
committee to investigate the concept further. 

Both Raymond Saracino and John DeBonville felt the 
board should hold off on undertaking any in-depth 
studies until after budget hearings, now taking place, 
have been completed. 

Roberta Doering expressed her belief that informa¬ 
tion now being gathered by the Enrollment Studies 
Committee might be pertinent to any future plans and 
opted to wait for that group's findings before looking 
into anything new. 

Though all board members credited Balboni with a 
fine job in his preliminary report, the consensus was to 
drop the matter for the present. ..

Town Council denied negotiated pay raises for the 
police sergeants' union and refrained from eliminating 
the unfunded position of police captain at Monday 
night's regular council meeting at the Public Library 
Councilors were forced to address both issues with a 
single vote. 


The negotiated raises, hammered out between Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba and the department's seven 
sergeants, provides a 6 percent, or $25 per week pay in 
crease. This met with resistance from only one coup 
cilor, Alfred Trehey from Precinct 6. 


The defeat of the ordinance may result in a 
renegotiated contract between Caba and the 
Teamsters' Union, which represents the sergeants' 
union. The possibility also exists that the Teamsters' 
Union may initiate legal action against the town to 
force compliance with the contract.

In their first round of budget deliberations Tuesday 
night, the School Committee tentatively approved cuts 
amounting to $17,000 from the requested $8.7 million 
proposal presented two weeks ago by administrators. 

Discussion revolved around line items in six ac¬ 
counts with the largest number of dollars ($5,500) cut 
from the libraries account for purchase of books. In ex¬ 
plaining his recommended cuts, Business Manager 
James Coon asked that the elementary libraries at 
Robinson Park, Phelps, and Granger Schools be held to 
$400 each and the one at Clark to $350 as they re¬ 
quested. He noted that books from the library at Peirce 
School will be distributed among the other four schools 
when Peirce closes as an elementary school as ex¬ 
pected in June. 


Monies to purchase books for secondary school 
libraries were also cut substantially. Both Coon and 
Superintendent of Schools James Bruno Jr. indicated 
that funding for books was available from other 
sources, namely Chapter II block grant funds. Special 
note was made to use some of those funds to upgrade 
elementary libraries as well. 


The next largest area of cuts came in the principals' 
account where an additional secretary had been 
sought for the Junior High School along with added

Coon 
acknowledged the need for these additions, but recom¬ 
mended the $5,830 be withheld from this area to be put 
to use in retaining teaching staff. 

Emphasis was placed throughout discussion on 
maintaining level funding in supply areas of all ac¬ 
counts under scrutiny which included administration, 
supervision, principals, and libraries. The only account 
in which funding for supplies was increased was that of 
audio-visual instruction. In this area, Coon pointed out 
that former supplies had been exhausted, and all 
schools reportedly needed such items as bulbs, 
transparency materials, laminative film, and video 
tape cassettes. 

The requested $13,389 amount was cut to $10,000, 
but that figure reflects an increase of $1,850 over this 
year's amount.

The bulk of the money appropriated Tuesday night 
under the six accounts discussed encompassed con¬ 
tracted salaries for the top three administrators, for 
principals (minus one elementary principal for Peirce 
School), for directors of specialized areas, and for 
clerical staff. _ 

The elimination of an elementary principal for Peirce 
School does not pre-empt any future action on the part 
of the School Committee regarding use of that 
building, according to Chairwoman Rosemary Sandlin. 
She noted that the Enrollment Studies Committee is 
currently studying the entire situation concerning 
school population and that no doors were being closed 
by cutting the funds for one elementary principal. 

Approximately $8,000 was also eliminated for a 

secretarial position at Peirce School. 

***** 

In anticipation of Town Council approval of funding 
for School Committee salaries for the first time in 
history, the board also appropriated $1,750 to cover 
salaries of $250 for each of seven board members for a 
half year beginning next January. Payment will begin 
with the next board to be elected in voting slated for 
November. 

In reducing the requested appropriation for these 
salaries by $125, Coon indicated that the chairperson 
of the board would most likely be paid the same as that 
of each individual member. The fee requested from 
Town Council is $500 for each member per year.

The ordinance, as it stood, failed to gain the ten 
votes needed for passage in an 8-3 vote. 

Even though the captain's position has not been 
funded since the days of the town meetings, Cincotta 
said he could not support eliminating the post, noting 
it may be needed shortly. 

“If we decide to fill the position after it's been 
eliminated that will force us to go through reorganiza¬ 
tion, and this isn't necessary," said Cincotta. 

Councilor Andrew C. Gallano argued that adding 
manpower to the police force “may be soon arriving, 
but we need more Indians and less chiefs." 

Caba said he expected the sergeants' raise would be 
made retroactive once the issue were resolved, but ad¬ 
ded, “This puts me in a difficult position when I've 
negotiated and agreed to a contract, and then can't 
fund it." 

Similar Circumstances 

Caba faced similar circumstances several years ago 
when former Town Manager Peter Caputo inked a con¬ 
tract with the police patrolmen's union but Town 
Council refused to fund it. 

After much controversy and haggling, the council 
finally funded the pact several months later 

Police Chief Stanley J. Chmielewski noted that the 
captain's position "could be very valuable to the force 
by creating a more efficient chain of command."

Map Project 

In the late fall of 1982, Marilyn and Dick Curry of 
Feeding Hills undertook a project that at first seemed 
quite simple - updating the town map of 1869 noting 
present-day sites of homes and highlighting historic 
landmarks that were already depicted on the map. The 
ultimate purpose of the project was to locate present 
local landmarks worthy of preservation for the future. 

The project was initiated by the Agawam Historical 
Association in the hope that such a reproduction of the 
1869 map would prove a salable item as well as being 
beneficial to the public interest. The map was to have 
been on sale for Christmas week, 1982, but as the days 
of research turned into weeks, the Currys began to 
realize the enormous task before them if the map were 

to be at all accurate. - 

Following the 1869 map scale and sitings the Currys 
gradually noticed a number of inaccuracies and con¬ 
tacted Mike Suprenaut, town engineer, who offered the 
use of a 1955 aerial photography map of Agawam to 
supplement the earlier map of 1869. 

Even with the newer projection, the Currys noticed 
that great changes had been made within the town 
from 1869 to 1955 and that many locations had not 
been included. For example, the 1869 map had failed 
to show the South West Street cemetery, and the I95P 
had also omitted the site. 

Since the survey project was being done in conjunc¬ 
tion with the town's history, the Currys made in¬ 
numerable contacts with local author Edith LaFrancis.

Local Indian Relics 
Donated To Museum 

Agawam residents Emily Hutchinson, Amy Ferry, 
and Edith LaFrancis, daughters of the late Charles 
Hull, have donated their father's collection of Indian 
relics to the Museum of Science in Springfield. Many of 
the articles in the collection were actually found in 
Agawam, some on the Hull farm on Main Street, but 
others from scattered locations where Indians long ago 
had campsites. 

Over 1,000 specimens are included in the collection, 
though they have not yet been organized into a 
separate exhibit at the museum. However, John 
Pretola*, curator of anthropology, is now using them as 
illustration material in his lectures on history and 
culture of Connecticut Valley Indians. Pretola is 
available as a guest speaker for Agawam schools or 
for groups interested in viewing the Hull collection 
along with hearing information on valley Indians. 

According to Pretola, some of the stones in the col¬ 
lection are over 3,000 years old. Hand-chipped im¬ 
plements range from tiny bird arrows of quartz to war 
and game arrows, hoes, hatchets, scPapers, and others 
of varied uses. 

Also in the collection are clay pots and basket work 
which Hull bought from the collection of George 
Fowler of Agawam. Fowler spent some years as a mis¬ 
sionary to the Indians in the south-western states of 
this country and brought home many items made by 
the western people.

High-rise buildings. Many of us work or live in them; 
few of us get through a year without visiting a high-rise 
office building, hotel or apartment building. Here are 
fire-wise tips for how to behave if the high-rise you re in 

catches fire. f 

Rule 1 can be expressed in two words: Don t jump. 

Above the third floor, jumping isn't even a gamble - it s 
just suicide. The rest of the rules are designed to keep 
you out of situations where jumping becomes an op- 

tl0 |n any high-rise, look around until you've found at 
least two exit stairways. Never consider an elevator as 
a fire exit; they have a tendency to beeline right to the 
fire floor. If you're checking into a hotel and you think 
you're too far from an exit stairway, that's reason 
enough to request another room. 

Here's what to do when fire strikes. On smelling 
smoke, head for the exit. If you're in a hotel, take your 
key - you may need to return to the room. Crawl to the 
door - invisible toxic gases rise - and feel it for heat. If 
the door is hot, stay where you are. If it's warm, open 
the door carefully to check hallway conditions. 

If the hallway looks passable, crawl along the wall 
on the same side as the exit. If there is heavy smoke on 
the steps below you, head for the roof Prop the door 
open, station yourself upwind of the smoke and wait 
for rescue. 

If neither the hallway nor the stairs is passable, 
return to your room. Aren't you glad you remembered 
your keys? Close the door and get on the phone to the 
fire department and building management. Stuff 
towels (preferably wet) or other fabric along the bottom 
of the door to prevent smoke from entering the room. If 
smoke becomes heavy, crawl to the window, open it 
and breathe through it. Hang a sheet or brightly col¬ 
ored article of clothing out the window to attract 
rescue. Breathe through a dry cloth to filter smoky air, 
and remember that smoke and toxic gases rise, so stay 
low. 

Once you've gotten to this point, there's nothing 
more you can do but wait. If you're above the third 
floor, you're unlikely to survive a jump - nor are you 
likely to survive stunts like tying sheets together and 
climbing down them. If the fire engulfs your room, jum¬ 
ping might become advisable - but we're not talking 
about fire safety any more; you're just picking a way to 
die. Even in this grave situation, hold on as long as you 
can - rescue may be seconds away, unbeknownst to 
you. 

If high-rises are a big part of your lifestyle, consider 
these fire-wise investments. Travelers who frequently 
stay in high-rise hotels often carry their own smoke 
detector in case their hotel doesn't have them

Happy 

Quilting

Of The Piecemakers Quilt Shop 


Until February 28th, the shop will be featuring the 
Log Cabin quilts. We'll have on display and workshops 
in different items done with variations of the log cabin. 

Most people don't realize that the log, cabin design 
was used in quilts as early as the 1800's in England 
Most of us tend to think of the log cabin as an 
American design. The log cabin quilts' popularity grew 
with the westward expansion of America. The log 
cabin quilt became a staple in frontier homes reflecting 
the color and spirit of frontier life. The log cabin quilt 
used in the south and east were originals made of im¬ 
portant wool and challis. The quilts made by pioneers 
going and settling west tended to be made with pieces 
of fabric from scrap bags in a variety of hand-dyed and 
homespun wools. In the mid-1800's when calicos 
became readily available in a wide variety of colors 
having a log cabin quilt became fashionable. During 
the Victorian era, log cabin quilts were made from 
satins and brocades and velvets In Pennsylvania, the 
Amish quiltmakers, by using only a few solid colors, 
made log cabin quilts that appeared modern looking 
100 years later 

The log cabin quilt was and still is a symbol of the 
determination of the pioneers to create a home out of 
the wilderness The strips represent the logs and the 
resourcefulness of early settlers in meeting his needs 
with what materials were available to him The center 
square symbolizes the heart of the home, a red center 
representing the chimney, the source of.warmth or a 
yellow center symbolizing a lantern placed in the win¬ 
dow to guide the menfolk safely home or to welcome 
the weary traveler.

With our 
busy schedules, more women working, and all kinds of 
activities and involvements, it's fun to be able to make 
a "Quilt-ln-A-Day." This newest of techniques of mak¬ 
ing a log cabin quilt is fantastic. The blocks are sewn 
in a chain system that enables you to work on all of the 
blocks of the quilt at the same time. This system was 
introduced in the Quilt-ln-A-Day book by Eleanor 
Burns I've made three in the last three weeks arid it's 
just a fantastic method You really can do one in a 
day!!!!

Continuing The Form Fill-Out Process 

At our present rate of progress, if you are using this 
column to aid you in filling ouf your return, you realize 
it will be March before we will be finished After last 
week, we have had a few dropouts who have decided to 
hire a professional to do their return. 

Continuing, line 15 is for listing gains or losses, sum¬ 
marized on form 4797; these gains and losses are 
usually from a trade or business, of which a portion of 
the gain may be reported on schedule "D", and a por¬ 
tion reported on this line. It can be quite complex, and 
you may wish to hire a professional if you have to use 
this form 

Lines 16 and 17 are for pensions and other retire 
ment income If it is truly taxable, then report the 
amount on line 16. If you contributed to the retirement 
program, then only a portion may be taxable, and this 
is reported on lines 17(a) and (b) The taxable portion 
can be computed on page 10, in the Form 1040 
booklet, and the result entered on line 17(b). 

Line 18 is for reporting income, which is summarized 
in schedule "E" from rental property, royalties, partner 
ships, estates, trusts, and Subchapter "S" Corpora¬ 
tions. 

Line 19 is for reporting the profit or loss from farms 
Essentially this is similar to other businesses reporting 
their income on Schedule "C", except it deals with the 
special situations for farmers. Often times farm income 
is properly determined under special rules that do not 
follow the rules of conventional accounting. 

Line 20(a) is used for listing amounts received from 
unemployment. Similar to pensions, the worksheet on 
page 10, of the Form 1040 booklet, is used to deter 
mine what portion, if any, rs taxable Line 21 is used for 
listing taxable income that does not fit elsewhere on 
your return. Also, carryover losses are listed here as 
negative amounts; be sure to attach a schedule to 
show the loss carryover computation

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Fisher Junior 
Prospering In Town

Last fall, Agawam became a college town, but it was 
not noticeable in the usual way. There aren't a lot of 
young people milling around the town, big parties, lots 
of sporting events, etc. 

The college which opened in this community is 
Fisher Junior College, which has located its campus at 
the Sacred Heart Church parish center. The conve¬ 
nience of this college for residents who want to further 
their education or for the graduating.high school stu¬ 
dent who can't travel far is one of Fisher Junior's finer 
points. It offers access to a degree right in our own 
backyard. 

The college 'is accredited so one can transfer credits 
to another institution. Fisher Junior also offers the 
benefits of financial aid. The usual grants apply, in¬ 
cluding federal grants, student loans, and a Fisher 
Junior College Scholarship. 

Another interesting feature about Fisher is that it of¬ 
fers 8-week terms throughout the year with two-week 
breaks at Christmas and in July. Under this arrange¬ 
ment, one may earn Business Associate's Degree in 
just two years attending these night classes. 

Of the 33 students currently enrolled this semester, 
about half are from Agawam and the rest hail from 
West Springfield, Springfield and Southwick. Some 
students come to Fisher Junior through programs 
where they work as many companies will pay for 
courses such as those offered at Fisher Junior. 

Many of the students have been out of school for a 
long time and find it isn't always easy to go back and 
stick with it. However, it seems to be easier at Fisher 
Junior in part because of staff attitude. These instruc¬ 
tors understand that students are there because they 
really want to be and that factor can make a big dif¬ 
ference in the learning process. 

There are three classes underway this semester - two 
in math and one in psychology. The psychology 
teacher is Agawam's own Paul Cavallo, a guidance 
counselor at the Agawam High School. 

The next term will begin March 14th and will feature 
Math II and sociology. That term will run until May 
5th. 

Since opening its campus here in Agawam, Fisher 
has also opened another extension in Great Barrington, 
as it continues to grow and bring education right to our 
doorsteps. 

While the Agawam campus is small and the number 
of students not large, there is a definite comaraderie 
among the students and between them and the staff. 
An example is the Springfield Indian hockey game that 
staff and students recently attended as just one of the 
ways Fisher Junior College is really becoming a part of 
the community. 

Fisher Junior has an outstanding reputation as a 
place of learning and Agawam residents are encourag¬ 
ed to take full advantage of this facility.

Remember the con 
in the first film? Well, that dealt with a horse race. If 
you see The Sting II, you'll have a feeling of deja vu 
because the events leading to the boxing match are 
almost identical to those which led to The Sting's 
climax. 

But what makes this plagiarism worse is that The 
Sting II is boring. Director Jeremy Paul Kagan (The 
Chosen) leads us down movie memory lane in such a 
lackadaisical manner that the film resembles a family 
reunion with dull relatives. Moviegoers who've seen 
The Sting will find this sequel to be a con in itself, but 
people who didn't have the pleasure of seeing it may 
enjoy The Sting II. However, to this latter group, I give 
the same advice that I gave when I reviewed Airplane II: 
The Sequel - skip the sequel and see the original. 

Maybe I'm being picky, but why are the names of the 
characters different in the sequel? Gondorff and 
Hooker are Henry Gondorff and Johnny Hooker in The 
Sting, but in the second film, they're Fargo Gondorff 
and Jake Hooker. And since their names are changed, 
why does Lonnegan's first name remain the same in 
both pictures? 

Many people I've talked to are upset that Gleason 
and Davis replaced Newman and Redford, and to be 
honest, I was also skeptical about the casting. 
However, while they're a far cry from Newman and 
Redford, Gleason and Davis are believable enough and 
you can tell that they tried to bring the film to life. 
Reed, on the other hand, is rotten as Lonnegan (former¬ 
ly played by the late Robert Shaw) and he sounds like 
Marlon Brando from The Godfather with a head cold. 

Malden's performance is similar to Reed's and the 
character of Macalinski is annoying rather than 
villainous. The film's saving prace in terms of acting is 
Teri Garr (Tootsie), an excellent character actress who 
plays a femme fatale working for Gondorff and 
Hooker. 

At first, I thought that the creators of this film had 
guts to make a sequel to The Sting without the original 
actors, but after seeing the lack of originality that went

To The Editor: 

i axes are distasteful in any form, and, as a coun¬ 
cilman, i dislike having to vote to levy sewer better¬ 
ment taxes on citizens in need of sewer service. 

My position has been misinterpreted by the op¬ 
ponents of betterments; therefore, I wish to set the 
record straight in reference to the Phase II construction 
project. - 

I am in favor of the $1 200 figure submitted by the 
i own Manager; I am opposed to the $2,200 amount 
presently in the ordinance, an amount that initially was 
imposed prior to the town's knowing what its future 
financial position would be. It was necessary to do this 
in order to establish an ordinance and proceed with 
construction 

Members of the council have repeatedly stated their 
desire to reduce the original amount when recommend¬ 
ed by the administration, which has now proposed 
$1,200, a reduction of $1,000 which amounts to 
18.8°o of the total cost including connection charges. 

In 1951 when betterments were first established, 
abutters were paying $1 per foot, which amounted to 

33% of the cost of the collector sewer. .._ 

1959, sixty-three streets have been sewered under the 
betterment plan, followed by a ten-year period in which 
the town did not issue sewer assessments because of 
receipts of federal grant funds Now that this aid is not 
available and with the restraints of 2 '/ 2 , the town must 
offset these losses by reinstituting betterment 
assessments if we are to continue our sewer progrqrn, 
which includes Phase III in Feeding Hills.

scores) for universities. Also, there is a proposal which 
would emphasize weighted class rank and successful 
completion of 16 Carnegie Units, which is four years of 
English, three of mathematics and two in natural 
sciences, social sciences and foreign language. 

Three elective courses are required as well, under 
this plan. This plan is endorsed by the Presidential 
Committee on Admission Standards which suggests a 
phase-in period of six years. Minimum admission stan¬ 
dards have already been accepted in 37 other states. 

The Regents support the plan because they feel that 
admissions should be limited to those who have a 
greater chance of utilizing the facilities of higher 
education. The Regents argue that these standards 
and their demand for core-corriculum studies (Carnegie 
Units) in primary and secondary schools will improve 
the overall quality of the education system and 
enhance the learning process of th students in that 
system. 

Opponents to the standards have several 
arguments. Minority groups who oppose the stan¬ 
dards feel they will discriminate against students who 
do not have access to as good an education as others. 
These opponents feel that the standards create an 
“elite" concept to higher education. 

They maintain that admission to any segment of 
public higher education is the right of all citizens of the 
Commonwealth. Also, opponents believe there must 
be a better method of accountability and assurances of 
quality in the elementary and secondary schools than 
are presently provided in the Regent's proposal. 

It is likely this issue will generate a great deal of 
discussion. Both proponents and opponents make very 
legitimate points. Perhaps, the best solution would be 
a compromise that lies somewhere therein.

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Dental Program Eases 
Fear Of Orthodontics 
For Agawam Students 

By Joanne Brown 

February marks the calendar as National Dental 
Health Month, and the Valley District Dental Society 
has been promoting an area-wide campaign in support 
of the national poster theme "Smile America." Many 
dentists in Western Massachusetts have extended a 
tremendous effort to promote good dental practices. 

In Agawam last week, some 200 fourth and fifth 
graders at Robinson Park, Phelps, and Peirce Schools 
were addressed by Dr Thomas Reen, an area or 
thodontist who is in partnership with his brother Dr 
David Reen, with offices in West Springfield and Spr¬ 
ingfield. 

Because of his specialty in orthodontics, Dr. Reen 
chose to speak with fourth and fifth graders, many of 
whom are often at the point in their dental careers 
where braces may be recommended. 

"I find my program eases fears children of that age 
may have about wearing braces. I give them an oppor¬ 
tunity to ask questions and get answers about the en 
tire orthodontic procedure," Dr Reen explains 
***** 

Dr Reen first screened a half-hour film entitled "Or 
thodontics and You " which follows a typical pre-teen 
patient through the process of acquiring braces. After 
this visual introduction to his topic, he then handed out 
and discussed simply-worded pamphlets which 
highlight the main points of the orthodontic process for 
youngsters 

"I especially like to emphasize how much better an 
individual will fee I about himself after treatment with 
braces, but I stress repeatedly that orthodontic work is 
mainly necessary for good oral health," Dr Reen says 

In simple, easy-to-understand words, Dr Reen 
pointed out to the children what braces are, how they 
are installed, and what they are intended to correct He 
elicited many grimaces and groans with slides depic¬ 
ting typical dental problems; however, the slides of end 

results drew more pleasurable comments. 

***** 

In explaining the process, Dr Reen displayed and ex¬ 
plained standard orthodontic equipment such as 
"headgear" and "retainers." He specifically emphasiz¬ 
ed four main areas where patient cooperation is vital to 
make the typically 1 Vi-to-3 year process successful 
Heavy emphasis was placed on following the dentist's 
instructions on use of equipment and on avoidance of 
certain hard and sticky foods

Several of the children in the audience already wear 
braces and others were awaiting the process. They 
readily identified with Dr. Reen, who indicated that 
there is no age limit for those who may need braces 
and, in fact, wears them himself to correct a dental pro¬ 
blem. 

If the old adage about fear of the unknown being 
greater than any other type is true, then those Agawam 
students who participated in Dr. Thomas Reen's pro¬ 
gram are much better prepared to recognize the value 
of orthodontic treatment, if and when it may be 
necessary in their lives.

Youth Ski Program 
Popular Adventure 

By Joanne Brown 

Approximately 170 budding skiers from Agawam 
Middle and Junior High Schools have recently com¬ 
pleted five weeks of lessons in conjunction with their 
schools' youth ski program and Mt. Tom Ski Resort. 

The five-week series ran on Fridays through January 
and February and included an hour and 45 minutes of 
group instruction time along with one hour of recrea¬ 
tional skiing each trip. Buses transported the students 
from their schools to Mt. Tom and back again. 

According to Middle School teacher Dennis Moran, 
who coordinated the program at his school, students 
were assessed a charge of $47 for the five lessons and 
ski time qfterwards and $15 for the round-trip bus 
transportation. For those who did not own their own 
equipment, arrangements were made to rent skis, 
boots, and poles for an additional $27.50. 

"This ski program is particularly attractive to 
parents whose children want to try the sport, but no 
one else in the family skis," Moran explained, 
estimating that about half of the total group from the 
Middle School are novices who rent equipment. "When 
they get to the Junior High, they are more likely to be 
more experienced and own their own skis," he adds. 

Moran indicates that instructors at Mt. Tom divide 
the students into a maximum of ten in a group for 
lessons and that the same instructor stays with each 
group throughout the series of lessons. 

Students are grouped according to ability, beginner 
through advanced. Moran reports that most of the 
beginners are riding to the top of the mountain by the 
fourth.lesson. 

Moran points out that at least four, and usually six, 
faculty members accompanied students to Mt. Tom 
throughout the series of lessons. Once at the resort, the 
local teachers turned the students over to ski instruc¬ 
tors, but still maintained careful supervision in the 
event of any mishap. 

"We were fortunate this year in not having one ma¬ 
jor injury," Moran comments, noting that in years past, 
infrequent accidents resulted in a broken arm or two. 

Those students who participated in the youth ski 
program express great enthusiasm for the experience 
and are already anticipating repeating the program 
next year.

HOC Offers 

Financial lid 

Students who plan to 
enroll at Holyoke Com¬ 
munity College for the 
1983-84 academic year 
and who plan to seek 
financial aid through the 
College are urged to app¬ 
ly for that aid by March 1, 
according to Paul Baker, 
Director of Financial Aid 
at HCC. 

"March 1 is the 
Massachusetts State 
Scholarship deadline and 
the preferred filing

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Brownie Grapplers 
Make Mark Known At 
Weekend Tourney

Sporting three finalists, one individual champion, 
and six qualifiers for this weekend's state champion¬ 
ships, the Agawam High wrestling team made their 
mark in the Western Mass. Division I tourney held last 
Saturday at Westfield High School. 

Agawam's performance more than made amends for 
the problematic 1982-83 season and proved the locals 
mat prowess. 

During the long, drawn-out affair which took over 18 
hours to complete, the Brownies crowned senior co¬ 
captain Tony Bryant as the 129-pound kingpin (SEE 
RELATED STORY) and showcased a rising young star 
in Mike Kulik. 

While it was a time for triumph for Bryant and for 
many of his mates who helped Agawam finish a solid 
fourth behind champion Cathedral, Classical and Put¬ 
nam, it will be remembered as one of major disappoint¬ 
ment for heavyweight Steve Grassetti. 

Big Steve roared over Ludlow's Pat Seslar 20-4 in the 
quarterfinals, and came from behind to nip Classical's 
Roy Cato, 3-2. 

The match everyone had been waiting for between 
Grassetti and Cathedral's undefeated Charles Brantley 
appeared inevitable. It never took place. 

With only seconds to go in his bout with Cato, 
Grassetti aggravated an injury to his left knee. When 
an icepack failed to relieve the pairi, Coach Phil 
Tomkiel announced that Steve would be unable to 
wrestle in the finals. 

''It was really frustrating because Steve wanted to 
prove himself against Brantley. Steve was really 
pumped up to beat him. I have no doubts that he would 
have beaten him," said Tomkiel, knowing full well that 
Brantley had already defeated Grassetti twice in the 
regular season. 

While Grassetti is making his final bow for Agawam 
this weekend (maybe to get one last crack at Brantley), 
Kulik, the Brownie sophomore smurf, holds the key to 
Agawam's future. 

The ace 101-pounder, seeded second in the tourney, 
knocked off Longmeadow's Will Lugo 6-3, and Pitt¬ 
sfield's Shaun McConkey 4-2 for the right to meet 
Classical's undefeated Raipher Pellegrino in the finals. 

Pellegrino used his size and strength advantage (and 
some flagrant choke holds) to wear down Kulik, 10-1, 
but Tomkiel had much praise for his youngster's ac¬ 
complishments this season. 

"He was just tremendous out there. He does 
everything I've ever taught him and he keeps getting 
oetter with every match. Also, he has gained a lot from 
wrestling." 

Juniors Jay Frasco and Frank Bowrys made waves in 
the 122 and 158 classes. Frasco earned a fifth place 
alternate spot at the states by pinning Pittsfield's Matt 
Digrioli at 3:30 after leading 3-2 in their consolation 
final bout. 

Bowrys, the number fourth seed at 158, took third 
place by pinning Tech's Brian McCormick in 40 
seconds. Earlier in the day Bowrys lost to runnerup Ken 
Knodler of Cathedral, but rebounded 6-1 over 
Classical's Gary Lemoine. 

"The states will make him a better wrestler," 
Tomkiel says of Bowrys. "He is capable of finishing in 
the top six." 

Senior Frank Cavallo ended up in fourth place, which 
was where the tournament committee had him seeded. 
Included in his day's work was a pin over Westfield's 
Bill Boral at 3:50 after building a 6-4 lead. 

Taking sixth place honors were Steve Mendes (135), 
Dan White (148), Jeff O'Neil (170), and Ron Wieners 
(187). 

Finally, a few words about the way the tourney was. 
conducted. First, the finals did not get underway until 
11:30 p.m., four hours behind schedule. Fans and 
wrestlers alike were tired and irritated. Perhaps next

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Talbot Golden 
With Two Medals 
At Swim Tourney

At iast weekend's Western Mass. Swimming Cham¬ 
pionship at Longmeadow High, Agawam's golden boy 
was junior Paul Talbot Talbot lived up to his number 
one seeding, by taking tirst place honors in the 50-and 
100-yard freestyle events at the finals held last Satur¬ 
day. 

Cheered on by a large contingent of Agawam fans, 
Talbot slashed through the waves in 21:85 in the 50 
and 47.79 in the 100 beating his respective qualifying 
times of 22.0 and 48.68. Finishing behind Talbot in 
each event were Westfield's Andy French and 
Cathedral's Chris Lalli. 

Talbot's clockings in the finals were not Western 
Mass, records but ''give him time" says Agawam 
coach Dave Smith. "We believe it's going to happen, 
the only question is when. We believe he has the poten¬ 
tial to do it," he remarked. 

As Smith predicted, the 400-yard freestyle relay 
team of Rich Vezis, Kevin Ritchie, John Favreau and 
Talbot kept right on improving in the tourney. They 
finished sixth in the qualifying and final rounds with 
respective clockings of 343.86 and 341.21, over six 
seconds faster than their best regular season finish. 
Smith hopes his relay quartet will finish under 3:40 in 
the state championships to be held this Friday and 
Saturday at the University of Lowell. 

Overall, Agawam placed ninth in Western Mass., an 
improvement from last year, and Smith believes better 
days are ahead. "When and if Agawam will gef addi¬ 
tional swimmers, they'll become championship 
caliber," he says, pointing out that champion 
Longmeadow's boys squad carries 20 swimmers com¬ 
pared to eight for the Brownies. The Lancers' depth is 
what brought them the title, he added. 

Quizzed about when the shortage of talent will be 
solved, Smith replied, "It's a question of exposure and 
kids coming out and finding out they can compete." 

For next season at least Talbot will remain 
Agawam's top attraction and some gold medals at 
Lowell would sure perk up the program. Smith says 
about Talbot's chances, "We're going in believing he 
can win it. I'd be happy with any time better than his

The Massachusetts citizen is again faced with over 
300 bills filed in Boston dealing with gun control. We 
go through this fiasco every sitting of the legislature. 
The people of the state have repeatedly shown by vote 
that they do not want additional gun control in the 
state. The citizens want the right to protect their homes 
and families. 

Even though we've had gun control laws since the 
1800's, anti-gun proponents maintain that more gun 
control will drastically reduce crime with guns. 

Baloney. Gun control laws will never work in a coun¬ 
try that doesn't punish criminals. 

In Washington state, less than 40 percent of the peo¬ 
ple convicted of violent crimes ever spends time in 
prison. They get probation or parole, suspended 
sentences or deferred sentences, prisoner leaves of 
absence, good time furloughs or work releases. 

Chicago's restrictive gun control law has required 
that two courtrooms be dedicated almost entirely for 
hearing cases related to gun law offenses - not the 
criminals who are using handguns to kill and rob, but 
rather innocent and legitimate gun owners. 

Who are the defendants that appear in court? One 
judge reported, "For most, this is their first arrest of 
any kind. I don't mean now that this is their first con¬ 
viction, but I mean this is their very first arrest of any 
kind. Many of them are old people, many of them are 
shopkeepers, persons who have been previous victims 
of violent crime." 

This is all that the anti-gun groaners have ac¬ 
complished.
